Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year 

1961. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  infectious  diseases 
was  trivial,  just  six  all  t old j throughout  the  23  years  of  my  being  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  the  number  has  never  been  so  low  before. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  the  highest  during  the  same 
period  of  time  and  the  death  rate  the  lowest  for  quite  a  number  of  years. 

Apart  from  the  Neo-Natal  deaths  of  two  infants 
the  vital  statistics  are  tingularly  healthy. 

The  waste  water  closets  are  slowly  being 
converted  to  fresh  water  ones,  but  the  forty-seven  pail  closets  are  still 
47  too  many. 

As  this  is  the  last  oocasion  I  shall  write  the 
Annual  Repor$  I  wish  to  record  the  great  pleasure  I  have  always  had  in 
meeting  the  Trawden  Committee  and  Staff  during  the  twenty-three  years.
